A Terrible Plague. 


BSQUIMAUN BAY DEPOPULATED NY AN UN- 
KNOWN DISEASN—TWALYE NISSIONARI RS FALI 
YIOFIDG, 

(From the Now York Moreury,) 

Tovaloke Inlet, or Exquimaux Bay, on the 
Atlantio coaat of Labrador, has been utterly 
depopulated by a scourge in many of ite 
phases similar to Aasiatio cholera, 
Exguimaux inhabit this bay than any other 
part of the peninsula, there having beon, 
previous to tho visitation, four hundred and 
fifty of them at Invaloke and vicinity. At 
this bay there is a building ercoted by the 
Moravian missionarios, who landed on that 
froson and barren shore in 1852, They bo- 

» ame tho dootors, physical and spiritual, of 

the lazy people they had eome to teach. 
This fouary house was freely turned into 
a hospital, and tho fathers attended to the 
sufferings of thore mysteriously atricken in 
their midst, Tho dwelling soon boocame a 
house of death, and twelve of them, who had 
eld almost ceaseless vigil over the dying, 
fell oven to the last man, in harness, viotime 
of the plague. On tho fifteepth.of October a 
denso fog overapread the coast of Labrador. 
Though intense frost had beon oxperienced on 
the thirtoonth and foarteonth ult, this fog 
brought with it an unaccountable warmth and 
dampness, Thoro was ne rain, yet the rigg- 
ing of tho brigantine Ann (the vessel which 
brought the intelligence toSt. Piorre) was 
dripping, and the deoks wore slippery.

He appears to havo realized the stern — 
reality of prison discipline, butis very 
quiet and submits to the rules of the prison, 
He never apeaks unkindly of any one, an- 
swers all questions in a gentle tone o} 
voice ; but when left to himself, appears 
overwhelmed with sorrow and remorse. He 
has lost all freshness of colntenance, and 
seems to be breaking down rapidlyin 
health. Last Sabbath whileinthe chapel 
he was seized with yertigo, and had to be 
assisted to the hospital. Medicine was 
ministered and he retired to his cell, pr 
ferring its couch of straw to hospital treat- 
ment. Since then he has been suffering 
from pleurisy snd is on the whole a pitiable 
objeet ; just onthe threshold of life, he 
has the appearance of an oldman. His 
physical punishment, however, seems noth- 
ing when compared to his mental agony. 
When sick he neyer complains, nor does he 
ask for anything, not wishing to give trou- 
ble. ?

jectured that a vast amount of damage wos 
consummated, but few can judge of the 
loss that has been involved, 

In some places it made sad havoc, indi- 
cating that the wind travelled in currents, 
and tho passage of these fearful guests 
has been marked unmistakably. 

The roofs of buildings suffered most, and 


any witheut substantial fastenings were 
smashed and ripped to an extent that de 
monstrated the force of the gale. 

Yesterday we mentioned several places 
that had come to grief in this respect, and 
torday we have additional particulars, 
though we are certain our report is still 
incomplete, and will possibly remain so, as 
the incidents are so many that we may 
overlook some inadvertently. 

About 26 feet of the roof of the Masonic 
Hall was ‘‘ swept to the wind some 30 
feet of the main roof of Walker’s Foundry 
was turned up and thrown on the moulding 
shep, and it is feared the lattor place may 
sustain some injury by the accident. 

Two briek houses of Mr. Smith's on Tay- 
lor’s Hill were damaged. The walls were 
partially demolished. Brick masonery 
done during ould weather is about the test 
if the frost lasted only long enough to dry 
the mortar thoroughly ; but a change from 
frost tv heat is most disastrous to masonry 
of almostany kind. Hence in this case 
‘the elements do not deserve the credit of 
having overthrown these chimneys. Jack 
Frost is the fellow that did the work. 

The roof of the stone mill on the Oan: 
ifton Road was carried off suddenly, and 
eame erushing down on the road, we learn, 
just in front of the horse of Dr. Wilson, 
who was driving past at the time. It was 
indeed s narrow escape. 

We have heard of a large number ef 
fenoes and outbuildings, and chimneys bo- 
ing levelled by the storm, The loss to in: 
dividuals will not be consequential ; but 
if the totals could be computed they will 
amount to an astonishing figure. 

The Wesleyan Methodist Church on the 
Kingston Road has been seriously injured ; 
and we are informed the Bleecker Street 
Church received a quota of the wrath of the 
prevailing hurricane. 

We need not commence to detail the loca- 
tion or number of gates etc., that fell be- 
fore **Old Boreas ;” they can be found in 
any direction. 

Several windows were removed from 
buildings and tossed aboutin tho storm 
and finally dashed to atoms, Tho sky 
light of Chown’s Hardware store tosk a 
hasty departure during a heavy blow and 
met a ruinous fate. 

Tho new building inrear of D, D. Bog: 
arts, on Front Street, market aquare, was 
damaged considerably ; not seriously. 

Sidewalks have been displaced and upset 
in seyeral places ; these sheuld receive tho 
early attention of the Streets Committeo. 

The gale lashed the Lake into a terrible 
state.

Education comprises all the in- 
fluences that go to form the character and 
to educate properly is to prepare the child 
for its subsequent self-education. The 
duties of teachers are threefold, to train 
the child physieally, mentally and morally, 
and as the’state of the body has a great in- 
fluence on the mind, teachers should look 
well after the physical culture of their 
pupils. Tho,school has a general, not a 
specific design, hence mere intellectuall im+ 
provement-should not be exclusively held 
upto the child as that after whieh he 
should strive as he may attain this and yet 
not be happy himself, nor render’ others 
happy; norcan there be sound moral culture 
without intelligence. The only really 
valuable knowledge is that which is self 
acquired, The pupil should be brought 
face to face with his work and should be 
constantly working towards his own success 
and the teacher must encourage, sym- 
pathise, exhort and lead him on from 
that which is simple to that which is more 
difficult, There must be harmony 
among the great departments of education 
the physical, practical, moral and intellecs 
tual, must run on together with such aid 
to cach other as their mutual connection 
supplies, The mind of young persons cans 
not remain empty, and if you do not fill it 
with that which is good, it will be sure to 
receive that whichis evil, The teacher 
must carry his efforts beyond the school 
room and giye. direction to the constant 
thinking of his pupils, and supply the 
motives, that would lead to right, generous 
and noble actions, Early impressions are 
most lasting, and the teacher who makes 
learning irksome to very young children, 
excites in theman aversion to study that 
will never be eradicated, hence the younger 
the child the better the teacher should be. 
It is true that our colleges are doing a noble 
and glorious work ; but as nine tenths of 
our population never gain access to them 
how very important it is that our Publie 
Schools should be properly cared for, 
After tho child has loft school the parent 
should still carry on its education at home, 
by providing him with good ontertaining 
and instructive books and papers,and strive 
to give him a taste for knowledge, anda 
desire for intollectual improvement and by 
no doing keep him from tho schools of Vico 
and iniquity to be found in every place, 
A child that grows up intelligent and virtue 
ous is not only happy himself but renders 
allso, within his influence, It is o duty 
parents owe to their children and to thoir

The 
“Virginius” has practiaed a cheat upon the 
United States Government, and had no right 
tocairy the American flag; and was engaged 
in an enterprise which was a distinct violation 
of law. 
Per contra the ‘‘Horald’s” Washington de-

A PROBABLE MURDER. 


On Wednesday afternoon of last week Mr. 
Malcolm Campbell, of Ridgetown, Ont., went 
to the ‘police head-quartérs in Buffalo, and 
stated that he was in search of his uncle, John 
Johnston, aman of over sixty years of age. 
Mr. Campbell says that his unclo left his 
(Campbell's) home on tho 19th of November 
to go to Buffalo to settle some business in re- 
gard to some United’ States bonds he held, 
and to see the new International bridge. 
When the old gentleman left Ridgetown he 
had a large sum of money on his person, and 
said that he would return intwo or three 
days. Mr. Campbell waited for two wecks, 
and his uncle not returning, he wrote to 
Utica. N. Y., where his uncle owned a farm, 
thinking he might have gone there. Mr. 
Campbell received an answer in a few days 
stating that Mr. Johnston had not been there, 
Mr. Campbell feared at once that some mis: 
fortune had befallen him, and at once started 
for Buffalo, where he procured the services 
of Detective Arnold H, Harris and they start- 
ed out in search of the oldman, They made 
careful enguiry on both the American and 
_ Canadian sides in the vicinity of the new 
_ bridge, but could not get any clue, Mr. Har- 
ris and Mr. Campbell then went to Fort Eric, 
where they gained the information that the 
body of a man answering to the description of 
Mr, Johnston had been found lying ina cat 
tle guard near the Air Line Railway, by two 
men, onthe ¥th inst. The corpse had been 
interred, Mr. Harris; and Mr. Campbell then 
went to the cemetery where the remains were 
buried. After the coffia was dug up and the 
lid removed, Mr. Campbell ‘recognized bis 
missing uncle, The appesrance of the body 
indicated Weyond a doubt that the deceased 
had been murdered. Over the left eye was o 
deep ugly gash, and the body was othorwise 
mutilated.” The only effects that were found 
on the person of the deceased was a knifeand a 
one dollar note. ‘These articles being all that 
was found, gave the matter even a moro posi-
